If you do not now get the kind of gov- 
ernment which the Constitution guaran- 
tees to you, then you have a right to a 
change. I am convinced that yon do not 
get what you ought to have. And if I 
con demonstrate to you that fact, then I 
should be entitled to your suffrages at 
the coming election. 
At the last session of the legislature « 


United States senator WB« elected. At 
that tune there was evidence on every 
hand of the use of money in the purchase 
of votes. The seat of a United States 
senator was auctioned off like a piece of 
property from the auction block, lu the 
hotel corridors and on the streets at Hir- 
risburg the men who got the money wwe 
named, the place where they got it aud 
the amount, and no man has yet risen to 
deny that proposition. 
Then again in the lost legislature they 
voted away (treat franchises, public priv- 
ileges belonging to the people. So great 
was that grant that a citizen of the city 
of Philadelphia offered 12,500,000 for that 
privilege, which they refused. And why? 
•'Because," they said, "we want these 
privileges for the benefit ot the people." 


They said they wanted to build elevated 
roads and subways in the cities of Phila- 
delphia aud Pittsburg. That was plausi- 
ble; but they have not done these things, 
end within two weeks, in the city of Phil- 
adelphia, these privileges have been put 
on the stock market and are valued at 
18.000,000. A dozen men got that money 
either in stock or cash.

they promised to give you equalization of 
taxes. But they have never done so. They 
are now promising to do so if you will 
give them another chance.

Sow what does this mean? Under the 


Constitution of Pennsylvania all taxation 
is based upon the values of real estate or 
personal property. Heal estate consti- 
tutes farms, homes and houses, and per- 
sonal property is that of all other forms. 


Borne years ago I had occasion to make 
an investigation of the figures in the In- 
ternal department, because the Constitu- 
tion soys that taxation shall be equally 
assessed. No citizen should be compell- 
ed to pay any more than his share. I 
took up all the money raised in this state, 
such as county, borough, school and road 
taxes and every form of money, and I 
found that 140,000,000 of money was raised 
in this way. Now that $40,000,000 should 
be apportioned fairly between real estate 
and personal property, if the proportions 
are correct. 
I found that real estate 
paid *30,000,000 and personal property 
*10,000,000. Now, is that fair, if, asl said 
before, the values are In that proportion? 
But I discovered, in a further investiga- 
tion, that the personal property in this 
state exceeds the value of real estate, and, 
therefore, real estate was paying $10,- 
000.000 more then it should. There is no 
question as to that. You c»n ascertain 
this for yourselves by writing for the re- 
port of the secretary of internal affairs. 


After referring to the iniquities of 


ripper legislation and denouncing the 
recent ruffianism at the Union party's 
state convention in Philadelphia, Mr. 
Pattison said he thought he had dem- 
onstrated that the people were not 
getting the kind of government to 
which they were entitled, and that, 
therefore, he had a right to ask for 
their aid in overthrowing the machine 
that has the state in its clutches. He 
closed with an earnest appeal to the 
voters, urging them to go to the polls 
in November and defeat the machine 
ticket outside of Philadelphia, where 
the Democrats are striving zealously 
and heroically to secure at least 
semblance of an honest election.

FROM TIME TO ETERNITY. 


Sketches of the lives of William Foster, 


Christopher McNally, WlnueldD. Koont/. 


and Franklin Mansfield. 


William Foster was born in Broad 


Top township on December 19, 1818, 
and lived in this county all his life, 
except one year, which he spent in 
Ohio. 
The means of travel to this 


(then far western) country was-by stage, 
horseback or on foot. Returning to 
Bedford county with his parents, he 
again located in Broad Top township. 
In his boyhood days he worked on the 
farm with his father, Ephraim Foster, 
and chopped cord wood through the 
winter months. He had few equals in 
wielding an axe. On Sundays, along 
with the late A. W. Evans, Elizabeth 
Evans (Barnett), Levi Evans, Thomas 
Long, Septimus Foster and others, he 
would cheerfully trudge down the 
steep hill to the old meeting house to 
Sunday school in his bare feet. Among 
the boys shoes were a luxury in those 
days and were scarcely worn except 
in the winter season. As he grew to 
manhood he was a leader at social 


character, with a kindness of heart 
such as is rarely found and which won 
for him a host of friends. Of him it 
has been said that ''he hadn't an 
enemy in the world." He was an 
active member of the Reformed church, 
holding the office of trustee at his 
death. He was a member of Cessna 
Grange, Patrons of Husbandry. The 
funeral services were held in St. 
Paul's Reformed ehureh.Cessna, Thurs- 
day morning, conducted by Rev. B. F. 
Bansman. 
Interment took place in 


St. Paul's cemetery. His age was fifty- 
three years, six months and eleven 
days. 


Franklin Manslleld. 


Franklin Mansfield, of Tatesville, 


died on September 14. The deceased 
was aged fifty-seven years, eight 
months and eleven days. He served as 
a private in Company H, 145th Regi- 
ment, Pennsylvania Volunteers. His 
wife and one son, David Mansfield, of 
Berlin, survive him.

Mr. Foster belonged to 


the Broad Top Rifle Rangers and was 
fifer for the company, which frequent- 
ly met for drill at the Hoover farm. 
In the early forties Mr. Foster har- 
vested in Virginia, "footing it" both 
ways. On one occasion, when wanting 
to be ferried across the historic Poto- 
mac, he thought the ferryman charged 
too much, so he doJJed his "linen".and 
handing the bundle of-clothes to his 
comrade, plunged in to the placid waters 
and landed on the opposite shore as 
soon as the ferry. Mr. Foster was an 
expert hunter. His home was a rendez- 
vous for the nimrods of the cities. 
The late Dr. Dock, of Harrisburg, and 
Mr. Foster were greatly attached to 
each other and they spant many days 
in the wooded mountains of Broad Top. 
He knew more of the nature of deer 
and other wild game than any man of 
the community where he lived. In Sep- 
tember, 1813, he was united in mar- 
riage to Miss Margaret Cook. 
He 


erected a house in the virgin forest on 
the mountain about midway between 
Fairplay and Well's Valley. 


Mr. Foster was a natural geologist 


and capitalists who learned of his ac- 
curacy in scientific as well as practical 
demonstrations of the different stratas 
and measures of the Broad Top coal 
regions sought his 
services. 
He 


opened up with little expense to the 
company the famous East Broad Top 
coal field and -.operated that for sev- 
eral years. He prospected in Clear- 
field county with good success. He was 
foreman in building the Broad Top 
City hotel, at a cost of about $25,000. 
In later years he was engaged in the 
lumber business with Barton Hughes 
and after their dissolution he went 
into partnership in the lumber busi- 
ness with C. T. Evans. 
Mr. Foster 


was a man of sterling honor and in- 
tegrity. 
No one could question his 


word and he will be greatly missed in 
the community in;whieh he lived. 
He 


died on September 3, 1902, after an 
illness of two weeks. He left to sur- 
vive him his faithful,Coving wife, three 
sons and two daughters—Ephraim, of 
Kentucky; John Calvin, of,Well's Val- 
ley; C. C., living on the old homestead; 
Mrs. Elizabeth Farber, of South Fork, 
and Mrs. Myra Williams, of Hopewell.

Niow YOHK, September 33 —To the 


ordinary reader of onr current, every 
every day literature the name of Alex- 
ander Sheppard is little more than a 
myth. Yet this man, who went into 
exile twenty-three years ago, has done 
more to beautify the capital of the 
nation than any other man, living or 
dead. 
We know that the houor of 


naming it was conceded to Washing- 
ton, but the name of the engineer who 
had the honor of laying it out is 
scarcely known to a thousand citizens 
of this great republic. 
The plan is 


entirely original. For defense or at- 
tack it has no equal among the great 
cities on the face of the globe. 
From 


a given center, measured from a point 
of military defense, the plan has no 
counterpart certainly in the United 
States. 
The conception of the French 


engineer was magnificent, but the 
man who took the crude map of what 
is now known as the capital of 
the nation saw before him a wretch- 
ed swamp from the foot of Mars hill, 
from which the capital looks down to 
that other point on which stand the 
monument to Washington,the treasury 
department and the White 
House, 


which for years has been the home of 
the president—the most unromantic 
spot, the most wretched, miserable 
cedar swamp that could possibly be 
conceived for a national capital. Much 
comment has been made by President 
Jefferson's admirers that on the day of 
his inauguration he came to the capi- 
tal on horse back, unattended by any 
retinue, when etiquette demanded that 
he should have come in an open 
carriage drawn by four horses mount- 
ed by jockeys and followed by a troop 
of cavalry. The reason why he chose 
that mode of reaching the capital on 
the day of his inauguration was 
because there was not a decent road on 
which a carriage could travel. 
For a 


gentleman to ride on horse back was 
nothing uncommon at any time', but a 
carriage displaying his livery and a 
troop of cavalry that the people want- 
ed see on such a road as that which 
led up to Mars hill would 
have 


swamped the whole concern and left 
them sticking in the mud. 


The fact is, Thomas Jefferson was a 


very plain man. He despised all those 
great pageants which attended mon- 
archs in France when he was the 
nation's 
representative 
there, and 


probably this fact will be better under- 
stood by stepping into the executive 
chamber just back of the 
senate, 


where the president receives the last 
message from congress, up to the mo- 
ment when his presidential term ex- 
pires, and there he will see a likeness 
of Thomas Jefferson in all the glory 
of tie-wig, ruffled shirt and bright red 
vest, which be wore in defiance of the 
etiquette of the light headed fops of 
his time, and the reason for choosing 
this brilliant color for a vest was not 
on account of his favoring revolution 
or anarchy, but on account of it also 
being a symbol of fire, and fire in the 
Elusinien mysteries of the Egyptians 
symbolized God, which reduced every 
other thing to the original elements. 
So, instead of representing blood and 
slaughter and the disorganization of 
society, it symbolized the noblest and 
highest idea of the Creator and worthy 
of worship above all other things. 
Thomas Jefferson did not wear his 
heart upon his sleeve for daws to peck 
at, his conception of the future state 
was the truest and best known to 
man; lie paid no respect to the wretched 
fopperies of his time; he was in his 
conception of the Almighty far beyond 
his followers; he was a natural born 
leader, and yet this man to whom 
posterity is paying a tardy worship 
was accused in his day aud generation 
of crimes the most horrid, which, in 
our day, wonld have demanded the 
greatest punishment. In fact, it seems 
almost a pleasure for a certain class of 
psople to accuse our public servants of 
crimes which, if proven, would land 
them inside the walls of state's prison 
for the term of their natural lives. 
For quiet bravery one of our greatest 
public officials not only committed an 
offense against society, but he had the 
courage to confess it, and instead of 
being condemned he was not only for- 
given by his countrymen, but was 
honored with special confidence, eveu 
by Washington, one of the purest men 
of his time. Alexander Hamilton had 
awakened the gratitude of the nation 
to an extent which was equaled by no 
other public servant in our history.

nues are gridirons with rapid transit 
roads and improved facilities for the 
automobile, mitigating to an enormous 
extent the possibilities of the loss of 
human life. 
What a wondrous vision 


stretches out before us with a popula- 
tion exceeding that of the entire Amer- 
ican Union at the time of the revolu- 
tion, when the old court house bell in 
the city of Philadelphia sent out the 
royal proclamation of freedom to all 
the nations of the earth and all the in- 
habitants thereof.

After addresses had been exchanged 
by the emperor and commissioner- 
general, the empress dowager, in vio- 
lation of all precedents, invited M 
ister Conger and Commissioner Barrett 
to ascend the throne dais, where she 
engaged them in a private conversa- 
tion through a high Chinese official as 
interpreter.

an imperial commissioner to promote 
commercial 
and 
friendly relations 


between the 
two countries. 
The 


empress particularly requested Mr. Bar- 
rett to convey to President Roosevelt 
China's deep appreciation of the gener-

attitude of the United States 


toward that country during her recent 
troubles.
